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Hughes Unit battle to go to court 


THE decision by Dorset Healthcare Trust (DHT) 
to close a mental health unit in Bridport Com¬ 
munity Hospital is being challenged in court. 

Solicitors acting on behalf of former patient Ros 
Copson - who opposes the closure - are calling for a 
judicial review of the plan to axe the unit, arguing that 
NHS chiefs did not follow their own guidelines when 
coming to their decision and that patients will suffer as 
a result of the closure. 

If Scott-Moncrieff and Associates’ (SM&A) bid is 
successful a judge has the power to demand DHT keep 
the unit open while its future is looked at again. 

The facility at the centre of the storm is the Hughes 
Unit in Bridport’s community hospital in North Ailing- 
ton. The facility currently has seven beds offering pa¬ 
tients around the clock psychiatric care including 
overnight stays. 

Under current plans the beds are due to be replaced 
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with what DCT call “increased provision of crisis re¬ 
sponse and home treatment services to operate 24 
hours a day, seven days a week.” 

DHT also point to a Recovery Respite House being 
operated out of Blandford, a respite flat in Weymouth, 
and a further Recovery House planned, also in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

A DHT spokesman added: “NHS Dorset is consid¬ 
ering the development of further Recovery Houses 
across Dorset, Bournemouth and Poole over time. This 
will be based around identified need within commu¬ 
nities.” 

However Ms Copson who instructed SM&A to chal¬ 
lenge the decision to close the unit - believes patients 
in Bridport needing overnight care could be left 


stranded with nowhere to stay under the plans. 

She said: “We are extremely worried that the only 
in-patient facility will be three miles north of Dorch¬ 
ester or in Weymouth. It will be very hard for patients 
and carers to travel to and from the hospital. The tmst 
has not solved the travel problem. 

“We were told there would be three crisis houses to 
replace the inpatient beds. Now it’s just one. 

“No details are given about this provision. They 
agreed the beds would not close until the new crisis 
houses were up and running for several months. Now 
they say the beds will close next spring and the crisis 
house will not open until then. Where do we stand?” 

She added: “For them even to consider closing the 
unit is unbelievable. It is a vital resource.” 

A DHT spokesman defended its policy, saying: “Re¬ 
covery Houses are viewed as enhancing the choice of 
services available to people and not simply as a re¬ 
placement for beds.” 

He added: “The Recovery House works in partner-

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TAE kwon-do instructor Gerry Waugh teaches in 
Charmouth and Bridport, as well as across the 
Devon border in Axminster and Sidmouth. 
Having grown up in Scotland, he moved to Devon 
in the 1980s. 

He trained in the martial art at local classes and 
became a full-time instructor last year. 

Gerry is married to wife Vanessa, who helps with 
the admin side of his classes, and they have a 21 - 
year-old son, Robbie, who is currently at univer¬ 
sity. 


■ HOW did you become interested in tae kwon-do? 

I had dabbled in other martial arts, first judo as a young 
child and then karate as a teenager, but I didn't stick with 
them. I discovered tae kwon-do at a TAGB demo in Honi- 
ton in the 1990s. 

My son enrolled in classes and, as there are some simi¬ 
larities to karate, at least in the basics, I was able to help 
him at home for a while. But, as he moved through his 
first few belts, the differences became obvious and I was 
out of my depth, so I joined too. 

By that time, he no longer needed my help and I was 
doing it for myself. I have never regretted it. Obviously, 
as my son started training first, he got his black belt be¬ 
fore me, but I have very much enjoyed training alongside 
him. As well as being a tae kwon-do instructor, I am also 
a qualified tournament referee and officiate at competi¬ 
tions all over the country. 

■ TELL us about your tae kwon-do classes... 

Apart from Axminster, I also teach in Sidmouth, Char- 
mouth and Bridport. Adults and children train together 
and we have quite a few family groups, which pleases 
me, as I originally trained with my son. I think it helps to 
have someone at home who shares the interest, so I offer 
a discounted training rate for family members training 
together. 

All my classes are part of the Tae Kwon-Do Association 
of Great Britain (TAGB). There are more than 600 TAGB 
schools in the UK, with around 20,000 students training. 

■ WHY would you encourage others to take up tae 
kwon-do? 

Certainly for fitness and flexibility. When I started, I was 
in my thirties and had a very sedentary office job. I was 
overweight, very unfit and extremely inflexible - I could 
barely kick above knee height. 

Anyone, with enough dedication and effort can go from 
that as far as they want to take it. For the kids, it also 
brings confidence, respect, discipline, coordination and 
good mental focus. 

■ DID you watch the Olympic tae kwon-do and what 
did you think about Jade Jones' gold medal? 

When I first started watching the Olympic matches I 
hated it - too much hopping and cuddling! The kicks 



were technically superb, incredibly fast, powerful and ac¬ 
curate, but they were so few and far between that, as a 
spectator, I found it very dull to watch. 

I was frustrated as the art offers so much more than the 
limited window you see at the Olympics. Tae kwon-do 
translates, very loosely, as the "Way of the Foot and Fist" 
but, in the Olympics, punches to the head are not al- 
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lowed, which gives a very restricted view of the dynamic 
and exciting art that I know. 

The later rounds, especially the finals, were more excit¬ 
ing. However, sparring is really only a tiny aspect of the 
full range of tae kwon-do and anything that raises aware¬ 
ness is a positive thing. 

■ DO you think the Olympics has inspired others to 
get involved in the sport? 

I certainly hope so. I hope it has inspired a whole gener¬ 
ation to get more physically active. As I said, however, tae 
kwon-do is much more than just a sport. Anyone who 
wants to try it out is welcome to come along for a couple 
of free, no obligation trial sessions.

■ WHAT are your other personal interests? 

Tae kwon-do takes up most of my time but I also love 
music. I have only limited musical ability, but I like to try 
to write songs. There are lots of open mic sessions in sev¬ 
eral venues around this area and they are a great place 
to try out new material. 

Nobody is judgemental or critical - we all just share in 
the experience and support each other.Those nights are 
a lot of fun. 

I also freely admit to being a computer nerd. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

The Devon and Dorset coastlines are amazing. Millions 
of people come here on holiday just to see them. Even 
travelling between my classes several times a week there 
can be times when I can turn a corner and catch a view 
that takes my breath away. 

■ WHAT would you add to or change about the local 
area if you could? 

"If it ain't broke, don't fix it" is the saying that applies. I 
love it here, so why change anything? 

■ WHAT three items would you want if stranded on a 
desert island? 

My wife, my son and a crate of sun cream. I'm a Scot, 
we're not genetically designed for sunshine! 

■ WHERE is your ideal holiday destination and why? 
I love to visit France. I've been there many times, al¬ 
though not for a couple of years. I lived and worked on 
the Swiss/French border for a while several years ago. 

I love the French way of eating out - a meal is about 
much more than just the food. It is a social experience. 
The pace of life, even in some of the cities, is more laid 
back and it is really nice to fit in with that for a while.

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St Michael's Trading Estate: WDDC 
tells town council to stay out of it 


WEST Dorset District Council’s (WDDC) Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive has told Bridport’s Town Council members 
that their views on the development of St Michael’s 
Trading Estate are no longer required. 

In a letter to the town council, WDDC’s David 
Clarke defended the decision to approve the 
development of the trading estate subject to a long 
list of conditions, before instructing the town council 
to stay out of future discussions about the 
application. 

Regarding future negotiations concerning the appli¬ 
cation Mr Clarke wrote: “None of these directly in¬ 
volves Bridport Town Council and so there will be no 
need for you to be consulted further at this stage.” 

He continued: “If the applicant wants to involve you 
in any aspects of the development - managing the “is¬ 
land wildlife area” and/or “riverside walk” for exam¬ 
ple - then it will be for them to take the initiative and 
approach you.” 

In a statement Bridport town councilors expressed 
disappointment at the letter. 

They said: “There was some disappointment at 
the response and in particular a strong feeling that 
the town council should be consulted on the 
Section 106 agreement and the other remaining 
conditions.

Campaign group 
Friends of St Michaels 
(FSM) are unhappy with 
the district council Plan¬ 
ning Committee’s han¬ 
dling of the application 


to develop Bridport’s St 
Michaels Trading Estate 
at a meeting in June. 

The meeting has been 
described as “chaotic” 
and “a farce” and the 
conduct of at least one 
councilor who sat on the 
committee is already 
under investigation. 

The protestors claim 
that voting at the meeting

But SM&A solicitor 
Diane Astin believes the 
signs are good for Ms 
Copson’s challenge. 

She said: “Before com¬ 
ing to a decision about 
the unit the trust was re¬ 
quired to undertake an 
engagement process... 
and consultation with the 



public was required. 

“The trust carried out 
the consultation, but we 
say they had already 
made their minds up. 

“They must approach 
consultation with an 
open mind, but they 
haven’t responded to 
people’s concerns 
and people are not satis¬ 
fied. 

“These cases are diffi¬ 
cult to predict but we 
wouldn’t have got this far 
without having a reason¬ 
able case, so I would say 
the signs are good.” 

DHT now has until Oc¬ 
tober 5 th to show evi¬ 
dence the consultation 
was carried out properly, 


something it insists hap¬ 
pened. 

A DHT spokesman 
said: “The consultation 
was carried out fully and 
appropriately. 

“Indeed, Dorset Health¬ 
care has received posi¬ 
tive feedback to this 
effect.” 

If the judge rules 
against DHT, the deci¬ 
sion to close the unit 
would be challenged by 
judicial review and the 
public consultation may 
have to take place again. 

If that were to happen, 
Ms Astin is hopeful DHT 
will have a change of 
heart. 

She said: “We would 


hope that after proper 
consultation they might 
decide not to close the 
beds and the Hughes 
Unit could stay open.” 

However Ms Copson 
believes the threat of clo¬ 
sure is already affecting 
some people who rely on 
the facility. 

She said: “People suf¬ 
fering from psychiatric 
disorders have become 
disillusioned and fright¬ 
ened. 

“They ask themselves: 
Where do I go if I need 
help? 

“Where can I put my 
head where people un¬ 
derstand what I’m feel¬ 
ing?”

SOLAR panels will soon be provid¬ 
ing Bridport Town Council with wel¬ 
come additional income. 

The Finance and General Purposes 
Committee heard how income from 
the Feed in Tariff (FIT) generated by 
solar panels on their Plottingham 
depot had recouped 15 per cent of 
the cost of installation since they 
were put up in November last year. 


Town Clerk Bob Gillis told the 
committee the entire cost of installa¬ 
tion - £9,417 - was projected to be 
recouped within five years after 
which further FIT payments would 
represent clear profit.

A must-see for the serious collec¬ 
tor, the coin was exhibited around 
Europe by the Samlerhuset Group, a 
Norwegian mail-order company spe¬ 
cialising in collectables such as 
coins, and a valued client of Water¬ 
shed. 


Established seven years ago, Wa¬ 
tershed now employs five people and 
counts Bridport’s Palmers brewery 
and Bryanstone School in Blandford 
Forum among its clients.

INTERNATIONALLY acclaimed musi¬ 
cian and comic Aksel Kolstad has an im¬ 
pressive list of tour dates including New 
York, Tokyo and a string of European cap¬ 
itals. 

So when, following a sell-out gig at New 
York’s Carnegie Hall, he appeared at West 
Bay’s Sladers Yard (capacity 60) some¬ 
thing was surely not right. 

Not at all, according to the classically 
trained pianist from Norway. 

He said: “Yes, this is different to the 500 
to 1,000 seater shows, but for me it’s better 
because you get to interact with the audi¬ 
ence. 

“In 2009 I opened the world’s first clas¬ 
sical concert cafe - the Cafe de Concert - 
which is much more like venues like this. 
I love it, acutally.” 

The 31-year-old combines classical 
recitals with hilarious stand-up comedy but 
the Norwegian never compromises the pu¬ 
rity of the musical pieces. 

Stabbing the table with a finger, he said: 
“I never screw with the music. We play 
hardcore traditional standard repertoire. 
We just play with the frame. 

“Lor example at the Cafe de Concert 
black and white dress is not allowed. No 
tuxedos. Sometimes I have to tell an inter¬ 
nationally acclaimed artist who has come 
in a tux - sorry you can’t play tonight. Get 
out of here. Dead serious. 

“The tuxedo was the fashion in the 19th 
century. It’s how musicians dressed to look 
like the people in the audience. 

“Now it just creates a barrier. I am inter¬ 
ested in breaking down that barrier.”

he was two years old - had a rich introduc¬ 
tion to performance and music from his na¬ 
tionally famous actress mother Kirsti 
Kolstad. 

He said: “When I was two my mother sat 
me on my knee and put a storybook on the 
piano and said ‘Let’s tell a story’. We 
started to improvise and it went from there. 

“Now that’s what I do. I tell stories. Sto¬ 
ries about my life, my past, my views of 
the world. In that sense I’m not really like 
a proper stand-up, because what you are 
getting is me.”

It was a new experience for Aksel, having 
never performed in the United Kingdom 
before now.

This is a 
British paradise. 

“Why would you ever want to move from 
a place like this? You have history, stories, 
ghosts, and it is just so beautiful. 

He added: “I like eccentric places. This is 
life!”

THE decline in fish stocks was the 
topic of discussion at Bridport and 
District U3A’s latest meeting. 

The talk ‘Where have all the fish 
gone?’ was given by Richard 
Ferre, the chairman of the National 
Federation of Sea Anglers. 

The talk was particularly relevant 
to sea anglers and commercial 
fishermen as Mr Ferre presented 
evidence for the decline in his fish. 


The meeting heard how around 
one million anglers spent an esti¬ 
mated £1 billion pursuing their 
hobby, but their impact on fish 
stocks was insignificant compared 
with commercial fishing. 

The meeting learnt that most fish 
stocks were now at danger level 
for several reasons, including im¬ 
proved technology, better boats, 
access to worldwide markets and 


more efficient nets, but mainly be¬ 
cause of fishing vast quantities of 
fish before they could breed. 

Mr Ferre - who described himself 
as “a boat man, interested in all 
forms of fishing and scuba diving” 
- uses his position as chairman of 
the National Federation of Sea An¬ 
glers to lobby the government over 
dwindling fish stocks and the 
Common Fisheries Policy.

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The next few months are very important if you want to 
create a beautiful lawn for next year For your 
best-ever lawn,follow these five simple tips... 

Mow it Properly 

The best thing you can do for your lawn is to make sure you’re cutting 
it correctly. Many problems are caused by not mowing It often enough, then 
cutting it far too short when you do. In autumn you’ll need to mow less 
frequently than in summer as grass grows less quickly, but don’t let it get too 
long. If the grass is a little long as spring approaches, mow in a couple of 
stages - try not to take more than a third off its length in any one cut. 

Ideally your lawn should be kept between 3cms and 4cms high. 

Collect lawn cuttings - dead grass will starve your lawn of essential water 
and light, and encourage excessive thatch and a build-up of moss. 

Make sure your lawn mower is up to the job too. Consider getting it serviced to ensure 
blades are sharp, the engine is running well and the power cable is free of any damage. 

Clear up Leaves 

Sweep up leaves regularly. If left on the lawn, they reduce the amount of light getting to the 
grass and if left for too long, will smother the grass over the winter. This leads to bare 
patches that are vulnerable to disease in spring. Removing leaves also helps prevent moss 
as leaves allow water to settle on the lawn. 

Get on Top of the Moss 

Moss Is most prolific between autumn and spring, and some lawn conditions make it more likely to thrive 
Lawns that are compacted due to regular usage and footfall (particularly common in soil 
with a high cfay content) can’t dissipate water from the surface - and moss loves these damp 
conditions. Gardens with a lot of thatch are also high risk. Made up of stems, roots and 
leaves, thatch forms a mat on the lawn’s surface, preventing moisture, oxygen and nutrients 
reaching the roots. Moss also loves shady conditions. If your lawn is particularly shady, 
consider re-seeding with a shade-tolerant grass seed. 






Consider Mechanical Treatments 

For many lawns, mechanical treatments are the only way to prevent the build-up of moss. 

Hollow-Tine Aeration alleviates compaction and involves punching out thousands of cores 
from the lawn to allow air, water and nutrients to reach the roots. Next season, your grass 
will look thicker and healthier. Scarification uses a machine with blades and knives to reduce 
thatch. It’s a much more rigorous and effective process than raking. Reduction of thatch will considerably 
improve moss levels. 

Watch Out for Common Problems 

Keep an eye out for unusual patches or discolouration of the lawn, which can indicate a fungal infection. If dealt 
with early, this is easily remedied but if ignored, can have devastating effects.

WITH the launch of the all- 
new Mazda6 there is a trend 
emerging from Mazda, its 
production cars closely re¬ 
semble its concepts. 

When the wraps came off 
the all-new Mazda6 at last 
month's Moscow Motorshow, 
it's design and style was in¬ 
credibly well received, and 
much of this overwhelmingly 
positive response was due to 
its striking similarity to the 
Takeri design concept be¬ 
lieves Peter Birtwhistle, 
Mazda's European Chief De¬ 
signer. 

"With our 'KODO - Soul of 
Motion'design ethos, we are 
taking our concept cars and 
driving them off the show 
stand and onto the road,"says 
Birtwhistle. "You only have to 
look at our recent design 
studies to realise just how 
closely our production mod¬ 
els mimics our concept cars." 

"Much like the CX-5 mir¬ 
rored the proportions, stance 
and detailing of the Minagi 
concept car we unveiled at 
the 2011 Geneva Motorshow, 


so the Takeri was the unmis¬ 
takable inspiration for the 
new Mazda6," explains Birt¬ 
whistle. "If you view the two 
cars next to each other it is 
easy to see just how strongly 
one resembles the other." 

Of course, Mazda has a 
great history of creating some 
pretty wild concept vehicles 
that stretch the creativity of 
our designers and demon¬ 
strate our design power to 
the limit. But it's also strategi¬ 
cally important to show 
something closer to produc¬ 
tion as we roll out our KODO 
design message. Hence Mi¬ 
nagi and Takeri. 

These'teaser'concepts are 
generally constructed well 
after the final production de¬ 
sign has been signed off and 
are exceptionally valuable in 
gauging the response from 
both the media and the gen¬ 
eral public. 

"While some manufacturers 
tend to heavily camouflage 
their teaser show cars - creat¬ 
ing a coupe concept when in 
reality the production version 


will be a five-door hatch - we 
took the decision with Takeri 
to base it as closely as possible 
on the final production car," 
continues Birtwhistle. 

While Takeri is fractionally 
lower, longer and wider than 
the new Mazda6, its propor¬ 
tions and stance are almost 
exactly the same. So, like the 
Minagi and the CX-5 before it, 
the Takeri was incredibly close 
to new Mazda6. 

"To use Takeri and its KODO 
design language to accurately 
portray how the Mazda6 
would look was quite a radical 
decision by the design team," 
admits Birtwhistle. "Some 
commentators believe that 


the new Mazda6 is not close 
enough to the Takeri - in hind¬ 
sight, I believe it's the other 
way round." 

Birtwhistle muses over the 
idea of the Takeri being too 
close in its design to the 
Mazda6. "Possibly, yes, but if 
we had taken the route of our 
competitors and created a 
coupe or convertible, we cer¬ 
tainly wouldn't have had any¬ 
thing to measure it by and 
learn from. When it comes to 
concept cars and design 
studies, you don’t have to 
stray too far the production 
version to run the risk of seri¬ 
ously diluting the public's ex¬ 
pectation when production 
car is finally revealed." 

Place Takeri and the new 
Mazda6 alongside each 
other and Birtwhistle be¬ 
lieves that the most ob¬ 
servers would be hard 
pressed to tell one from the 


other."You have to look twice 
- and when you see the new 
Mazda6 on the road outside 
in its natural environment 
street scene, the similarity is 
even more pronounced with 
its dramatic proportions, 
muscular stance and tactile 
detailing." 

A key factor behind the 
svelte lines of the new 
Mazda6 is the lower angled 
positioning of its SKYACTIV 
engines, an arrangement 
that allows the designers to 
dramatically rake back the 
car's windscreen to create a 
cabin position very similar to 
those of a rear-wheel drive 
car. 

"This car sits beautifully on 
the road,"says Birtwhistle."It's 
low, curvaceous and cleanly 
detailed. It looks just like a 
concept car let loose on the 
motorway. Which is really 
what it is."
